INDICATIONS OF INCREASE IN 
ACREAGE FOR WHEAT 
FOR 1928 SEASON 


Seeding of wheat is practically 


compléted throughout the province 


and from forty to fifty per cent of 
coarse grains have been sown, accord 


ing to telegraphic reports received 
on Friday by the Department of Agri 
culture. 

The reports to date indicate that 
there will be some increase in wheat 
of 1927 largely 


owing to the amount of land summer 
fallowed and newly broken last year 
Quite a number of farmers are still 
holding some of their stubble ground 
in hope that rain will come within the 
next few days, in which case wheat 
will be sown up to the first of June 

Much of the success of the present

covered by Postal authorities from

ed mail. Think of it. Two million per 
sons in the world wondering why 
two million others “never replied to 
the letter I wrote.” Hopes may have 
been blighted, hearts broken, for- 
tunes lost. Who can tell how many 
tender outpourings of feminine hearts 
have been revealed in “dead” letters 
for a return address. The moral is 
clear: Make sure the address on all 
letters is correct and heed the ad- 
monition of the Post Office Depart- 
ment to write a return address on 
the outside of all envelopes, you will 
be doing the officials a good turn and 
incidentally yourself.

HAST DROWNING 
FATALITY OGCURD 
AY MOTT LAKE 


LITTLE ROSS TREFFRY LOSES 
LIFE WHILE PADDLING 
ALONE IN WATER 


On Saturday morning last the first 
drowning accident occurred at Mott 
lake in the park, the victim being 
Ross, the thirteen year old son of Mr 
and Mrs William Treffry. 

From what can be gathered Mr and 
Mrs Treffry, who are on the park 
staff moved their camp to the north 
end of the park to be with the 
“fence gang’ on Tuesday of last 
week, leaving their son and youngest 
daughter, aged 12, at the south end 
to finish their school year. 

Week-end With Parents 

On Friday night these two children 
came to the camp to spend the week 
end with their parents. Early on 
Saturday mornidg Ross went to a 
spot at the lake which is near the 
camp——and which is not near the 
town’s bathing spot——-and dressed 
in underclothes and 6V¥ralls, paddled 
into the water. His elder sister saw 
him in the water, and soon after she 
heard him shout. On turning she saw 
his hands and arms disappearing un- 
der the water, and. at once raised the 
alarm for her mother, who with a 
younger child waz alone at the camp 
at that time. 

Sister has Accident 

The elder daughter then rushed to 
the lake and made an attempt at 
rescuing her brother. In so doing 
the girl was nearly drawn under the 
surface on account of the roughness 
of the wind and water. Finding her- 


she then rushed to a car and started 
for the residence of Mr D. Davison, 
the gate-keeper but in her excitement 
unfortunately collided with one of the 
gate posts with the result that the 
car was very badly smashed. She 
then rushed back to the camp and 
jumped into another car standing 
there, with which she made another 
attempt to fetch aid. This car also 
she unfortunately drove into the 
wreck of the first car at the gate, 
and it is miraculous thing that the 
girl herself was not killed in these 
smashes. She then ran afoot to get 
Mr Davison, who immediately upon 
being notified made all speed to the 
scene of the drowning, after notify- 
ing the doctor and police. 
No Inquest Necessary 

Coroner Dr Wallace and _ Cons. 
Winnick A.P.P., were quickly upon 
the ground and after about forty 
minutes the body of the little fellow 
was recovered from the water. The 
doctor, assisted by’ others, worked 
for a time in an attempt at artificial 
respiration but without avail.

HAWAIIAN SCHEME 
TRIED IN CANADA 


CROPS OF GROWING. FRUITS 
TO BE PROTECTED BY 
PAPER MULCH 


The protective paper which has 
been used? with such success in the 
Hawaiian Islands on the sugar and 
pineapple plantations has been tested 
in Canada where strawberries, celery 
tomatoes and tobacco are grown, ac 
cording to reports which have come 
to the industrial development depart 
ment of the Canadian National Rail 
ways, and may soon be in general 
use, particularly in the province of 
British Columbia. The paper mulch, 
which is a preparation of cheap 
grade paper with asphalt, will be man 
ufactured in Victoria, B.C. Mr C.F. 
Eckhart, of Washington, D.C., form- 
erly manager of a sugar plantation 
in Hawaii, who has been engaged in 
research work regarding this unique 
method of horticulture and who is 
now in Victoria, reports that Dr. 
Ikewis H. Flint of the biophysical de- 
partment at Washington, has obtain-

ed highly satisfactory results. The 
paper mulch will check weeds accord 
ing to the tests and will hold the moi- 
sture in such crops at strawberries, 
celery and tomato, in the tobacco of 
the Okanagan Valley, and has been 
found beneficial in the cultivation of 
spinach, raspberries and currants. 
The application of the preparation 
will remain unbroken for five years.

FOR OIL RENTALS 


OPERATORS SAY REVISED 
RULES ON LEASES ARE 
GREAT HELP 


Ottawa—New regulations for the 
disposal of petroleum and natural 
gas rights in Western Canada have 
been promulgated by order in coun- 
cil, and the new regulations have 
been issued by Hon Charles Stewart 
to facilitate and encourage explora- 
tory work in the west. 

The surface indications in the west 
are slender and it is difficult to con- 
jecture the possibilities of oil or gas. 
Additional protection is therefore giv- 
en to the operator. 

21 Years Limit 

Leases are granted for 21 years 
over an area not exceeding 1920 acres 
subject to the payment of rental of 
50 cents per acre per year for the 
first year and $1 a year thereafter. 
The expenditures made in actual 
drilling and other operations for the 
discovery of the gas or oil are accept 
ed in satisfaction of the rentals pay- 
able. 

Provision is made for permits to 
prospect for gas and oil. A fee of 
$5 is to be charged for the permit 
rental at the rate of 10 cents an 
acre. 

Each application must also be ac- 
companied by a cash bond of 40 cents 
an acre guaranteeing an expenditure 
during the term of the premit in 
actual core drilling or other opera- 
tions of & sum equal to this cash 
bond. The bond is forfeit if that ex 
penditure 
term of the permit. 

Will Aid Development 

In case a lease is later granted the 
permit rental may apply as a credit 
on the lease rental. rmit rights 
however, are not transferrable. 


The change in the existing regula- 
tions is the addition of the permit 
system, which makes its appearance 
for the first time. Under the permit 
leases can be held for $5 a year 
with a bond of 40 cents an acre addi 
tional, which bond will be forfeited 
if development work to at least the 
amount of the bond is not done with-' 
in’ the year. If a lease is later taken 
out on the ground held by a permit 
the permit mongy and bond may be 
applied on the lease rental. 

Oil men state that the new regula 
tion will result in more development 
as it will give them a year to pro- 
spect for oil or gas without having to 
tie up a considerable amount in 
actual rentals-as is the case at the 
present time.

Blood pressure is the force that the 
heart exerts in order to. pump the 
blood through the circulatory system 
The heart is a hollow muscular organ 
which acts as a pump to keéep the 
blood in circulation. The blood leaves 
the heart in two streams. One stream 
carries the blood to the lungs where 
it 1s purified; the other stream goes 
to all paits of the body, carrying food 
to the tissues. 

The arteries are hollow tubes which 
carry the blood. Normal arteries are 
soft and elastic, The impulse of the 
heart beat is carried along through 
the arteries and can be felt at the 
wrist, where it is called the pulse.

SHOULD FARMERS 
BUY THE SO-CALLED 
“CURES” FOR RUST 


A number of enquires have come to 
the Dominion Botanist as well as di- 
rectly to the Hust Research Labora- 
tory regarding the merits of certain 
‘alleged ‘cures’ for stem rust of wheat 
It seems desirable to draw the atten 
tion of farmers to a few of the well- 
known facts about this rust in order 
that they may be better able to ap- 
praise the claims advanced by the 
makes of such ‘cures’ for the par- 
ticular treatment or compounds. 

(1) Rust has been known as a dis- 
ease for many centuries. That rust 
is caused by a parasitic organism has 
been known for over seventy-five 
years Rust occurs in practically all 
the wheat-growing areas of the world 
It is therefore a scourge of wide 
range and long standing. 

(2) The organism causing stem 
rust is a parsitc plant belonging to a 
low order of plant life called FUNGI 
It can. grow only in living plant tis- 
sue. Growing plants attacked by this 
organism are robbed of both food and 
water and consequently do not devel 
op normally. 

(3) Contrary to a commonly-held 
opinion, rust is not produced by moist 
warm weathr. Such weather, how- 
ever, promotes the rapid development 
of the rust. If the organism is ab- 
sent no rust will develop. 

(4) The rust organism multiplies 
itself by the production of countless 
thousands of mocroscopic seeds, call- 
ed spores. Masses of these spores 
nave a reddish color and constitute 
the ‘red rust” 50 well-known to far- 
roers. These spc" es are carried by the 
wird from the plants on which they 
are produced to other plants. When- 
ever a heavy dew or shower or rain 
occurs these spores readily germinate 
infect the plants and produce new 
crops: of spores in about seven’ or 
eight days. Every farmer is familiar 
with the rapidity with which rust 
spreads. An ‘idea of the enormous 
number of spores blowing about in 
the air may be gained from the fact 
that just before harvest time in 1927 
upwards of. half a million spores were 
caught in Southern Manitoba and 
Southeastern Saskatchewan on‘in- 
dividual glass slides, 2 inches by 1 
inch, coated with vaseline and expos 
ed during a twenty-four hour period 

(5) The black spores (black rust) 
which appear at harvest time, are 
simply another spore form of the 
same organism. 

(6) An investigation carried on for 
over a period of ten years shows 
quite conclusively that epidemics of 
rust in Western Canada are initiated 
by icd spores which are blown north 
ward 710m fields of rusted wheat ly- 
ing south of the Int2™.«tional Border 
There is no evidence itt rust epidem 
ics in the Frairie Il‘vovinces are «2% 
Iecal ori.” p. 

(7) The organism which produces 
rust does‘not develop in the soil, like 
the fungi causing root-rots do DIS- 
INFECTION OF THE SOIL CAN 
NOT THEREFORE DESTROY THE 
ORGANISM. Moreover there is not 
authentic record of any case where 
soil treatment has immunized the 
plants against rust. 

(8) Rusted wheat kernels when 
sown do not produce rusted wheat 
plants. SEED TREATMENTS ARE 
THEREFORE USELESS IN CON- 
TROLLING RUST. 

The foregoing are only a few of 
the well known facts about rust. 
From them it is evident that about 
the only method of controlling rust 
other than by the development of rust 
resistant varieties of grain, is by ap- 
plying something to the wheat plants 
themselves which will adhere to them 
for a considerable length of time and 
which will be toxic to the germinat- 
ing rust spores. A finely powdered 
dust is mostly easily applied and ad- 
heres quite satisfactorily Sulphur; m 
a finely powdered condition flulfils 
both these requirements and has been 
demonstrated experimentally to be 
capable of controlling rust. Sulphur, 
so applied is effective in controlling 
all cereal rusts.

Gigantic Merchandise Mart is 
World’s Largest Business Building

The Merchandise Mart of Chicago, Twice the Size of the World’s Largest Business. Building, to Cost $30,000,000. 


Chicago, Ill., (Special)— Chicago 
is to have a gigantic Merchandise 
Mart housed in its own _ building 
which will be twice the size of the 
largest business building in the world 
This mammoth structure, two city 
blocks in length, 18 to 23 stories high 
is planned for the service and con- 
venience of merchandise buyers of 
the world. It will cost $30,000,000. 
Construction will begin immediately. 


Within the walls of this huge edi- 
fice the retail merchants of the Uni- 
ted States, Canada and foreign coun- 
tries will be able to see, under one 
roof, hundreds of lines of the world’s 
best merchandise. 


The project will be the largest sin- 
gle development of “air rights’’—the 
privilege of building over railroad 
tracks. The property of the new build 
ing except for caissons begins 23 feet 
above “datum.” . 

This great Mart, which will house 
sales quarters and merchandise dis- 
plays of several hundred of the coun- 
trys’ foremost manufacturers, whole- 
salers and importers, will be located 
in the rapidly developing new viver 
district, and will occupy, a distinctly 
conspicuous position just across the 
river from Wacker Drive at Wells 


Street, where the southern facade of 
the structure will be visible for blocks 
The site was formerly that of the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railway 
Company’s passenger station. The 
building will extend 724 feet on Kin- 
zie Street. 577 feet on the river front 
and 324 feet'on Wells Street with a 


diagonal frontage facing Orleans and 
Franklin Streets. It will be set back 
from the river about 80 feet to ac- 
commodate a broad upper level drive 
extendirg from Wells to Franklin. 
The main entrance of the building 
will face the river and the drive. 


The Merchandise Mart will have a 
tral door space of about 4.000,000 
sguare feet as compared with slightly 
less than °,000,000 square feet, which 
is the floor area of the Furniture 
Mart, the next largest building.

will be possible to house the selling 
activities and warehousing of many 
allied concerns on one floor, thus at- 
taining the advantages of concentrat 
ed groupings. 

Probably no building in the world 
will have such facilities for receiv- 
ing and shipping merchandise as the 
new Merchandise Mart. The -entire 
ground level below the street floor 
will be a modern freight ~ station. 
Private tracks for intoming carload 
freight will extend under the center 
of the building. The Chicago and 
Northwestern Railway will operate 
an inbound freight station for less

WHAT 15. THIS GOLF? 


Golf is a form of work made expen 
sive enough for a rich man to enjoy 
It is physical and mental exertion 
made attractive by the fact that you 
have to dress for it in a $200,000 club 
house. 

Golf is what letter-carrying, ditch- 
digging and carpet-beating would ‘be 
if those three tasks had to be per- 
formed on the same hot afternoon in 
short pants and colored socks by 
gouty-looking gentlemen who require 
a different kind of implement for 
every mood. | 

Golf is the simplest looking game 
in the world when you decide to take |! 
it up and the toughest looking after 
you have been at it ten or twelve 
years. It is probably the only game 
a man can play as long as a quarter | 
of a century and then discover that 
it was too deep for him in the first 
place. 

The game is played on carefully 
selected grass with little white balls 
and as many clubs as the player can 
afford to buy These balls cost from $5 
to $25, and it is possible to support 


on the money represented by the balls 
lost by some golfers in a single after 
noon. 

A golf course has eighteen holes 
seventeen of which are unnecessary | 
and put in to make the game harder 
A “hole” is a tin cup in the centre 
of a “green.” A “green” is a small 
parcel of grass costing about $1.98 | 
a blade, and usually located between 


|a brook and a couple of apple trees 


or a lot of “unfinished excavations” 
The idea is to get the ball from a 
given point into each of the eighteen 
cups in the fewest strokes and the 
greatest number of words. 

The ball must not be thrown, push 
ed or carried. It must be propelled 
by about $200 worth of curious look- 
ing implements, especially designed 
to provoke the owner. 

Each implement has a specific pur- 
pose and ultimately some golfers get 
to know what that purpose is. They 
are the exception. 

After each hole has: been completed 
the golfer counts his strokes. Then 
he subtracts six and says “Made that 
in five That’s one above par. Shall 
we play for fifty cents on the next 
hole, too, Ed?” 

After the final, or eighteenth hole 
the golfer adds up his score and 
stops when he has reached eighty- 
seven He then has a swim, a pint 
of gin sings “Sweet Adeline” with six 
of eight other liars and calls it the 
end of a perfect day.
